Lack of Light Adds to Peril, 
“I am told that especially in the north 
part of the city reckless drivers run their 


boulevards and drives. In some places in 
this section of the city there is none too 
much light at night, and this makes it doubly 
dangerous for pedestrians. Because of the 
many rapidly driven machines I have asked 
that an extra light be placed on the corner 
near the Virginia hotel at Rush and Chie 
streets.” 
Mr. Harrison also commented upon the 
growing practice of automobilists to spin by 
street cars which have stopped to take on 
and discharge passengers, thus placing the 
persons in the street in needless danger. 
“I am inclined to believe,” added the 
mayor, “that ultimately it is going to be 
necessary in order to prevent accidents, to 
regulate the gearing of machines. If there 
was an ordinance fixing the gearing of auto- 
mobiles so that it would be impossible for 
the machine to exceed the legal speed limit 
many of our accidents would never take 
place.’’

Commerce Court Judge Sought

hington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.}— 
While the house judiciary committee contin- 
ued today its inquiry into the advisability of 
impeaching Judge Robert W. Archbald of the 
United States Court of Commerce, another 
instance of what Is regarded as peculiar con- 
duct on the part of the jurist came to light. 
It became known from Supreme court 
records that Judge Archbald consulted the 
attorneys for the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad in regard *o the interpretation of 
testimony they had offered tn a case decided 
in favor of that company by the Commerce 
court. Judge Archbald wrote the opinion for 
the court, and it was afterward that he is 
said to have corresponded with the railroad 
attorneys in regard to his decision. 
It was in the Louisvilie and Nashville case 
that the Commerce court took a stand that 
added to its unpopularity with the shippers of 
the country. The court held that it had the 
right to pass upon the sufficiency of the evi- 
dence submitted to the interstate commerce 
commission in regard to freight rates, al- 
though the Supreme court has decided that 
the commission is the sole judge of the facts.

Attorney Bruce says 
that he did not content himself with giving 
his own fudgment, but had consulted Comp- 
ton himself, who declared the Archbald in- 
terpretation correct. 


Discloses Archbald’s Attitude. 
The letter from Judge Archbald to Attorney 
Bruce does not appear in the record, and 
whether the reply got in by mistake is not 


known. Apparently the only purpose the [ 


reply serves is to show the Supreme court 
that Judge Archbald’s view of the testi- 
mony is upheid by the representatives of the 
railroads in the case.

Asserts She Was Addicted to the Use 
of Intoxicants. 


Samuel T. A. Loftis at last has broken * 
silence on his opinion of his frequent verbal 
clashes and physical encounters with his 
wife, Mrs. Harmon 8.

The State street jeweler made an eleventh 
hour move in the divorce suit brought by his 
wife by filing before Judge Mangan yester- 
day a cross bill containing these charges.

and broken fingers. But he uses language 
of the most explicit sort in the document. 

Mr. Loftis charged thet his wife frequently 
was seen in public places in a condition of 
helpless intoxication, and on various oc- 
casiong wes intoxicated in their home. Heal- 
leged that Mrs. Loftis wag accustomed to 
entertain men at their house, “ where she 
drank to excess with them and demeaned 
herself in an immoéest and improper man- 
ner.”’ 

With the three men mentioned in the bill 
it was said Mrs. Loftis had corresponded. 
It was charged she “ treasured ” men’s pic- 
tures and wore them in a locket around her 
neck.
